At the same time, howcver.<lhe results of the 
national test showed Idaho eighth graders sco^ 
ing below the national norm In spelling and capi- 
talization. Trotter solid the writing assessment 
focuses more on communication and organiza- 
tional skills than on basic writing mechanics.

BURLEY — Paced with In- 
—c r eas l agly — tighter road, rep air, 
budgets, the U.S. Bureau of Land 
Management is urging people not 
to drive on wet unsiiraced roads 
on area public lands. 

Over the next two'months, the 
; BLM will be repairing 127 miles of 
storm- and vehldeHlamaged 
; roads In Twin Falls, Cassia, 
Oneida, and Power. counties. Ac- 
cording to an agency news 
release, “a major part” of the 
current damage was caused by 
driving on soft roads. 

Tbe BLM’s Burley district has 
more than 800 miles of roads. 
While 350 miles of that Is in need 
of repair, tight funds limit cur- 
rent work to the most-damaged 
areas and inaln access roads. 


Some 120 miles of the rodds 

repaired with crawler tractors 
and road graders. An additional 
seven miles In the Black Pine and 
Raft River valleys has been grav- 
eled. The work is not inexpensive: 
road grading costs liOO-to $300 
per mile and gravelling common- 
ly costs $1 ,000-$2,000 per mile. 

District Manager John Davis 
said it will lake four to six years 
to fix all roads In need of repair. . 
Roads are used by ranchers, 
miners, and loggers, as well as 
members of the general public for 
such recreational activities as 
hunting and rockhounding. 

Because of the ll^t funding, 
much of the work will be done by 
BLM equipment add equipment 
borrewed from other agencies.
